Subject,— Procedure for import of Capital Goods against World Bank Loan 1260- 
IN of $40 mitti&n to the Industrial Development Bank of India for 
on-lending to State Financial Corporation for the import of plant and 
equipment 

No. 8 -ITC(FN)/TJ.—The World Bank has made available to the Govt of 
India, credit in various currencies, equivalent to US. $ 40 million the rupee 
equivalent of which will be utilised by the Industrial Development Bank of India 
for refinancing loans disbursed by the State Financial Corporations to industrial 
undertakings in the small/medium scale sectors. 

2, The proceeds ol this World Bank Loan are available for refinancing loans 
granted by State Financial Corporations to such Industrial umts m the small and 
medium sector which are eligible for assistance under the State Financial Corpora¬ 
tions Act, 1951 

3. The last date for th e commitment of the loan is 31st December 1978 and the 
last date for utilising the loan is 30th June, 1981. 

4 Loans may be granted by the State Financial Corporations to these indus¬ 
trial units for setting up new projects as well a« for expansion, diversification, 

( 95 ) 
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modernization, etc. of existing units in cases where at least some portion of tJhe 
loan is required for financing import of capital goods and/or for technical know¬ 
how and engineering fees in special cases, 

5. The minimum limit fixed by the Industrial Development Bank of India for 
the loan amount is Rs, 10,000/- The maximum limit of loan is Rs, 30 lakhs as 
provided under the State Financial Corporations Act, 1951. 

6. Industrial concerns having paid-up capital and free reserves exceeding Rs 1 
crore are not eligible for assistance from SFCs. 

7 To facilitate the borrowers of State Financial Corporations to obtain licences 
for the import of capital goods quickly and to get their loans sanctioned from SFCs 
almost simultaneously, the procedures lor the import of capital goods against this 
credit have been simplified. The details of the simplified procedure for the sub¬ 
mission of and issue of capital goods import licences are briefly set out below.— 

(l) Irrespective of the size of the borrowing unit/value oi import licence, 
applications for the import of capital goods against this credit will be 
considered by the Capital Goods Ad-hoc Committee, 

(n) Industrial units desirous of making use of the facility under this credit 
will apply to the State Financial Corporation concerned for sanction 
of financial assistance and simultaneously apply to the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports & Exports for an import licence In cases where 
the value of plant and machinery or machine tools required to be 
imported exceeds Rs 7 5 lakhs, however the applicant should follow 
the advertisement procedure as laid dow n in paragraph 137 of the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure. 1976-77 
before applymg to the C CI & E for import licence, 

(in) The application for import licence should bear the stamp of the State 
Financial Corporation to whom the applicant has approached for 
financial assistance A copy of the Import licence application should 
he forwarded by the applicant/borrower to the New Delhi Regional 
Office of the Industrial Development Bank of India at its address given 
below — 

“The Deputy General Manager Industrial Development Bank of India, 
New Delhi Regional Office, Bonk of Baroda Building, 16, Parliament 
Street, Post Box No 231, New Delhi 1" 

(iv) The New Delhi Regional Office of the Industrial Development Bank of 
India will prepare a summary of the case on the basis of the applica¬ 
tion for import licence and forward the same to the C O Ad-hoc Com¬ 
mittee which meets every week. 

(v) The C G Ad-hoc Committee will take a decision after eliciting the 

views (in the meeting of the CG Ad-hoc Committee) i n regard to 
clearance from the indigenous availability angle and take a final deci¬ 
sion The decision of the Committee will be communicated by the 
CCI & E to the applicant (Under intimation, to th e SFC concerned) 
advising the applicant to obtain and furnish the required sanction of 
financial assistance from the State Financial Corporation Simulta¬ 
neously, the New Delhi Regional Office of the Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Bank of India will also communicate the decision of the Com¬ 
mittee to the SFC and advise the applicant about the clearance of 
import bv the Committee to enable the applicant for making ar¬ 
rangements for the import of capital goods on receipt of the import 
licence 

(vi) The Chief Controller of Imports and Exports will issue the import licence 

in favour of the applicant after (a) import of capital goods Is cleared 
by the C G. Ad-hoc Committee; and fb) the SFC concerned has inti¬ 
mated that it has sanctioned the loan for financing the import. 

(vll) The applicant seeking Import of capital goods should possess a valid 
industrial licence under (Industrial Development & Regulation) Act, 
1951 where such a licence is reouired for manufacturing the item. In 
cases where the applicant has been Issued a Tetter of Intent for manu¬ 
facturing a particular item he is eligible to bppIv for the capital goods 
Import licence whkh will he issued to him onW after the Industrial 
licence is issued to^ie applicant in lieu of the letter of intent held by 
him. 
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(vm) Applicants belonging to the small scale sector are required to be regis¬ 
tered with the Director of Industries of the State in which the unit 
is situated before applying for an Import licence for capital goods 
Simultaneously, the applicant should apply to the State Financial 
Corporation for a loan for his project including loan for the import of 
capital goods. The essentiality of th e imported plant and equipment 
should be certified by the concerned State Financial Corporation 

8 The terms and conditions governing the issuance of the import licences 
financed under this credit are set out below 

General 

I These condition^ will be applicable to import of goods and services which have 
been approved by the Capital Goods Committee of the Government of India in 
respect of applications placed before it by the industrial concerns In the medium 
and small scale sector A list of industries which are reserved exclusively for 
development in the Small Scale Sector is given at Annexure I, 

II The import licence can be issued only after a sub-loan under th« Credit has 
been sanctioned by the State Financial Corporation (SFC) of the State in which 
the applicant unit is situated, 

The application for import licence should bear the stamp of the SFC to which 
the industrial unit has applied for a sub-loan and the number of the application 
for such sub-loan A copy of the import licence application should be forwarded 
by the applicant to the New Delhi Regional Office of the Industrial Development 
Bank of India, Bank of Baroda Building, Post Box No. 231, New Delhi 1. 

Identification 

III. Each import licence will bear the identification mark ‘TBRD/IDBI Loan 
No. 1260-IN" followed by the year in which the licence is issued and then followed 
by a Serial number which is to be given consecutively 

IV The goods and services to be financed under the import licence must be 
acquired from the member countries of the World Bank or Switzerland. A list of 
such countries is given in Annexure II. 

V The value of the import licence should be determined with reference to the 
rate of exchange notified by the Government of India 

VI Orders must be placed on C I F or C & F basis. 

If more than one purchase order/contract is placed under the Import licence, 
each such purchase order/contract should contain an Identification mark for ex¬ 
ample ‘TBRD/IDBI No, 12G0-IN/76/I <i), IBRD/IDBl Loan No 1260-IN/78/I (il) 
and so on 

VII The import, licence will be issued with an initial validity period of 12 months 
within which shipments should he completed, The licensee must Impress on the 
foreign suppliers to adhere strictly to the promised delivery date 

VIII (a) Firm orders (Purchase Order supported by Suppliers’ order confir¬ 
mation or purchase Contract signed by both parties) must be placed within four 
months from the date of Issue of the Import licence, 

(b) If orders are not placed within four months, the licensee should apply to 
licensing authorities immediately thereafter (ie in the first week of fifth month) 
with the adequate justification for suitable extension m the period of ordering. 
The licensing authorities will extend the validity period for ordering up to a suit¬ 
able date, after considering the application on merits, m consultation with the 
Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance (FB-I Section) if necessary. 

(c) In cases where orders have not been placed for the full value of the licence 
within 4 months, extension m the period of ordering will have to be obtained for 
the balance value which Is not covered by orders placed within the prescribed 
period of four months. 

(d) It will be in the interest of the licensee himself to ensure that ordering is 
completed within the prescribed period of 4 months In cases where this does not 
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become possible for valid reasons, 
authorities for suitable extension m 
cated in (ii) & (ill) above.

te) The authorised dealers in foreign exchange will exercise necessary checks 
to ensure that the licensee complies with the requirements of placing orders with¬ 
in four months (or any extended period allowed by the licensing authorities) 
before any letter of credit is opened by them in this behalf. 


Payments under the Licence 


IX. (a) Payments for goods and services should be made m accordance with 
the procedure explained in para 10 below Contracts concluded with foreign 
suppliers must specify the mode of payment and also the documentation requir¬ 
ed to be furnished by the suppliers to the licensee as per procedure described in 
para 10 below. 

(b) Payments for the cost of goods and services acquired shall be made i n the 
currency of the country from which such goods and services are acquired, l e m 
the currency of the country of origin of goods, and not with reference to the 
country of shipment or the country m which the supplier is located. 


The licensee should, therefore, clearly specify the country/countries fiom 
which goods are to be acquired (i e, the country of the origin of the goods) and 
should not indicate the currency area in vague terms He should also furnish 
this information to the concerned SFC for applying for sub-loan under the 
credit for import of machinery and equipment, 

(c) Payments on account of Indian Agent’s Commission and freight charges 
In respect of goods carried by Tndian flag vessels are to be made in Indian rupees 
Such charges will, however, from part of th e value of import hcenc e and will, 
therefore, be charged to the import licence 


(d) The ocean freight charges for shipment m vessels belonging to non¬ 
member countries of the World Bank are ineligible for financing under World 
Bank Loan. Hence the licensee should ensure that shipment is arranged bv the 
supplier only in vessels belonging to member-countries of the World Bank ' The 
licensee s should specify this m their contract with the suppliers 


Detailed payment procedure 


X (a) Payments in foreign currency under the licence will be made through 
normal banking channel i e. through Authorized Dealers in foreign exchange W 
India 


(b) The prescribed documents are detailed in Annexure III and should be 
sent along with a proforma as in Annexure IV by the Licensee’s Bank Opening 
the Letter of Credit. 


(c) The Licensee should specify in their contract with the suppliers that the 
documents specified in Annexure III are required to he furnished to the Licensee’s 
Bank 


(d) The Bank m India while opening the Letter of Credit on behalf of the 
Licensee should also stipulate in the Letter of Credit that the said documents are 
required to be furnished to the Bank at the time the bills are drawn under the 
Letter of Credit, 

(e) These documents, after receipt, will be separated and pinned together and 
forwarded by the Licensee’s Bank to the concerned SFC with particulars of the 
relative import licence duly noted in each of these documents a s indicated m 
Annexure IV SFC will retain these documents for minimum period of 3 years 
in its custody 

(t) The Licensee should note that, though the bank opening the letter of Credit 
is required to furnish the prescribed documents to the concerned SFC, he ig to be 
treated as equally responsible for ensuring submission of these documents to the 
concerned SFC He is, therefore, advised that he should check promptly with the 
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bank that the documents have been furnished in time to the concerned SFC. The 
concerned SFC may approach the licensee for relevant documents if and when 
necessary. 

It should he clearly understood that the concerned SFC invariably receives the 
documents after the payments have been remitted 

XI. All payments under the licence must have to be completed within the vali¬ 
dity period of the import licence including 60 days grace period normally permitted 
under the licence. 


XII. (a) A statement of orders in the form attached (Annexure V) should be 
sent to the concerned SFC indicating the progress of utilisation of licence by way 
of orders placed/Letter of Credits opened, actual imports and remittances made 
and also expected dates pf future, shipment. The first report should be sent after 
4 months from the date of issue of licence or earlier If the ordering is completed 
and thereafter on the 1st of every month. 


(b) As on the 28th February and 31st August each year, licensee shall also 
furnish to the Director of Statistics, Office of CCI&E, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi, 
a half-yearly return (with a copy to the Foreign Exchange Section of the Ministry 
of Industrial Development) indicating the progress in utilisation of licence by way 
of orders placed Letters of Credit opened, actual imports and remittances made and 
also expected dates of future shipment. 

Maintenance of Books and Records 

XIII. The importers shall maintain books and records adequate to identify the 
goods acquired out of the proceeds of the credit to disclose the use thereof in the 
project and to record the progress of the project Such records and books shall be 
maintained for a period of five years after the date of eequisltion of the goods. 
Importer shall enable the authorised representatives of 'Ministry of Finance 
(Department of Economic Affairs) SFC/IDBI/World Bank to inspect the relevant 
records and documents related to the project, the goods acquired out of the proceeds 
of the credit and shall afford all reasonable opportunity and assistance to them for 
such examlnatoin whenever such an occasion raises 

End-use of goods 

XIV. Such goods and services acquired against the licence granted under this 
credit shall be used exclusively in the carrying out of the Investment project. 

Notifying supplier 

XV. The importer should apprise the supplier of any special provision in the 
Import licences which affect the suppliers in carrying out the transactions. 

Disputes 

XVT. It should be understood that Government of India/IDBI/SFCs will not 
undertake any responsibility for disputes, if any, that may arise between the 
importers and suppliers. 


Future Instructions 

XVII The importers shall promptly comply with any directions, instructions, 
or orders issued by the Government regarding 0n y and all matters arising from

S No. 113-H/V In respect of polyvinyl chloride resin in Section II of the Import 
Trade Control Policy Red Book (Vol, I) for the period April, 1976—March, 1977, 
in terms of which import is allowed to actual users upto 25 per cent of the entitle¬ 
ment for the manufacture of battery separators only.
